ATLANTA, Ga.. Sept. 15.— (U P ) 
—U. S. S en ato r W alter F. George, 
whose defeat w as asked by P re si­ 
d ent R oosevelt a s a step tow ards 
liberalizing the D em ocratic party, 
today appeared headed to victory 
in the G eorgia D em ocratic se n a to r­ 
ial prim ary. 
The chief executive’s New Deal 
candidate w as out of the race and 
an an ti-N ew -D ealer w as run n in g 
second. 


Object O f Purge 
George w as considered th e P re s ­ 
ident’s chief object in his cam paign 
to o ust conservatives and elect lib­ 
eral legislators. 
He w as the only 
one m entioned by Mr. Roosevelt as 
th e candidate to be defeated. In the 
S outh C arolina and M aryland p ri­ 
m aries, 
in w hich th e New Deed 
also lost, the president in feren tial­ 
l y spoke of th e candidates b u t did 
not call nam es,

L aw rence S. Cam p, 
whom the 
president 
personally 
endorsed 
as 
his favorite, carried only six of the 
159 counties, according to incom ­ 
plete returns. 


Close Second 
Eugene T alm adge, ex-governor of 
Red G allus fam e and an an ti-N ew 
D ealer, ran a close second to George 
and had a slight chance to take the 
lead in the event a large percentage 
of the uncounted precincts sw ung 
to him. 
W ith 206 county votes necessary 
for election—th e statew ide popular 
vote does not count—George w as 
leading in sufficient counties to give 
him 216 u n its if he m aintains the 
p resen t pace. 
T alm adge, how ever, had the p os­ 
sibility of corralling 166 votes in 
fthq, counties w here ho led and also 
tth e possibility of overtaking George 
in the incom plete precincts. 
C am p had b u t 18 county unit 
votes.

WHAT KIND OF COLLEGE EDUCA­ 
TION? 


Sharing The Comforts 
Of Life y 
By R. C. Holies Things Haven’t Worked Out Exactly As Planned 


0 
As the Board has asked for a bond iseue to increase 
the facilities for public college education, a few quo­ 
tations from H erbert Spencer, one of the greatest 
thinkers of the N ineteenth century, on the subject 
of popular education, certainly are tim ely. 
Under a com pilation of essays under the heading 
“The Man V ersus The S tate,” Spencer has a ch ap ­ 
te r on “The Com ing Slavery.” H e very definitely 
points out how the governm ent gradually is taking 
aw ay the rig h ts of the individual; how it is m aking 
forced cooperation ra th e r th a n optional cooperation. 
He points out th a t the public education tends to 
stim ulate this. 
“ Pleasant Illusion” 
And here is the crux of w hy the m ore we spend on 
popular education, the m ore we re ta rd private ini­ 
tiative and the more people th ere are w ho come out 
of colleges unable to get jobs. It is because they are 
not really educated. Spencer points th is out by say ­ 
ing: “Popular education results in an extensive re ad ­ 
ing of publications w hich foster p leasan t illusions 
ra th e r than of those which insist on hard realities." 
Ju s t try to get some m asterpieces th a t deal w ith 
“hard realities” in the public lib arary or the junior 
college library and you will find th a t they do not 
have books of this natu re. Such great books as a 
com pilation of essays by H erbert Spencer, “The M an 
V ersus The S tate” or such a s “R efutation of Social1 
Ism and C om m unism ” by Adolphe T hiers, or the 
g reat book, “R econciliation of G overnm ent w ith L ib­ 
erty," by John W . Burgess, or “W hat Social C lasses 
Owe to Each O ther” by W illiam G raham Sum ner, or 
“O rigin and D evelopm ent of the M oral Ideals” by 
W esterm ark, or “H istory of E uropean M orals” by 
Lecke, are not to be found in the popular public li­ 
braries. They m easure the value of a book by the 
num ber of people who read it ra th e r th an by the 
consistency of the book. 
If you w an t to read 
“p leasan t illusions,” you have no trouble in getting 
plenty of books in th e public 
lib raries but the 
books th a t Insist on “h ard realities" have little de­ 
m and 
mud, 
consequently, 
the 
stu d en t 
has 
little 
chance of com ing in co n tact w ith th e g re at political 
and econom ic consistent th in k e rs of th e agee. 
Their 
tim e is taken up in reading “p leasan t Illusions.” 
In sp ite of th is fact, the B oard of E ducation w ants 
to increase the facilities so th a t th ere can be more 
"p leasan t illusions” available to confuse the students 
and cause m ore and m ore unem ploym ent and a lower 
an d low er stan d ard of living.

nal R evenue a t B altim ore, violated the Civil Service 
A ct in calling em ployes of his office together and a p ­ 
prising them of his intention to support R epresenta­ 
tive D avid J. Lew is In the M aryland Senatorial race. 
The com m ittee says: 


It is tru e th at in th is statem ent to the em ployes 
Mr. M agruder expressly disavowed any intention of 
coercing any of the employes under his Jurisdiction 
whom he had thus sum m oned, b ut the com m ittee 
finds th a t his action in th u s assem bling th e em ployes 
w as in violation of the sp irit of P arag ra p h 6 of Sec­ 
tion 2 of the Civil Service Act, which provides th a t 
bo person in the civil em ploym ent of th e governm ent 
“has any right to use his official au th o rity or In ­ 
fluence to coerce the political action of any person 
or body." 
It will be Interesting to see w h at action th e T re a s­ 
ury D epartm ent takes in the m atter. 
If a p rivate 
employer called in his em ployes and told them w hat 
earl of union or iacK of union he favored, th ere is 
not the slightest doubt th a t the N ational L abor R e­ 
lations B oard would call his action “coercive” and 
prnorjsd ag ain st him accordingly. 
W hatever decision properly applies in the one case 
should in com m on consistency apply in the other. 


IS THIS THE REASON FOR OUR 
ECONOMIC MAELSTROM? 
In an address m ade y ears ago by Thom as H uxley 
to the South London W orkingm an's college, some- 
very interesting statem ents were m ade about a liberal 
education. 
It will be rem em bered th a t H uxley was 
one of the pioneers in the contention th a t m ore tim e 
should be spent oh science in colleges and not so 
m uch on languages and literature. 
We quote: “The object of w hat we commonly call 
education—th a t education in which m an intervenes 
and w hich I shall distinguish as artificial education— 
is to m ake good these defects in N ature's m ethods; 
to prepare the child to receive N atu re's education, 
n eith er incapably nor ignorantly, nor w ith wilful d is­ 
obedience; and to understand the prelim inary sym p­ 
tom s of her pleasure, w ithout w aiting for the box on 
the ear. 
In short, all artificial education ought to 
be an an ticip atio n of n atu ral education. 
And 'a lib­ 
e ra l education is an artificial education which has not 
only p repared a m an to escape the g reat evils of 
disobedience to n atu ral law s, but h as trained him to 
ap p reciate and to seize upon the rew ards, w hich N a ­ 
tu re sc a tte rs w ith as free a hand as her penalties." 
H e explains th is by saying, "L et us consider w hat a 
child th u s 'educated' knows, and w hat it does not 
know. 
Begin w ith the m ost im portant topic of all— 
m orality, a s the guide of conduct. 
The child knows 
well enough th a t som e acts m eet w ith approbation 
and som e w ith disapprobation. 
B ut it has never 
heard th a t th ere lies in the n atu re of things a reason 
for every m oral law , a s cogent and as well defined 
as th a t w hich underlies every physical law ; th a t 
stealing and lying are Just as certain to be fellowed 
by evil consequences, as p u ttin g your hand in the 
fire, or Jum ping o ut of a g a rre t window.” • • • 
“A w orkm an h as to b ear hard labor, and perhaps 
privation, w hile he sees o th ers rolling in w ealth, and 
feeding th eir dogs w ith w h at would keep his children 
from starvation. 
W ould It not be well to have helped 
th at m an to calm the n a tu ra l prom ptings of discon­ 
tent by show ing him, in his youth, the necessary 
connection of the m oral law w hich prohibits stealing 
with the stability of society—proving to him, once 
for all, th a t it is b e tte r for hjs own people, better for 
himself, b etter for fu tu re generations, th a t he should 
starve than ste al? 
If you have no foundation of 
knowledge, or h ab it of thought, to w ork upon, w hat 
chance have you of persuading a hungry m an th at a 
capitalist is not a thief 'w ith a circum bendibus’? 
And if he honestly believes th at, of w h at avail is it 
to quote the com m andm ent a g ain st stealing, when 
he proposes to m ake the cap italist disgorge?” 
H e fu rth er says in regard to th is m an who is not 
tau g h t the im portance of these fundam ental economic 
law s, “W ill you give a m an w ith th is m uch inform a­ 
tion a vote? 
In easy tim es he sells it for a pot of 
beer. W hy should he not?" 


W hen our school books in public colleges now are 
all advocating things entirely contrary to th is con­ 
ception of m an's rights in property and advocating 
th a t the people as a whole, through their govern­ 
m ent, have a rig h t to take from a producer a s large 
a fraction of his production as they see fit and give 
him nothing in retu rn , they are, instead of m orally 
j educating the m ass, bringing on conditions th a t have 
caused the U nited S tates to have the w orst and 
I longest depression in its history. 
The public educators, of course, are not the only 
offenders. 
They have been assisted in th is m is-cdu- 
cation by the dem agogic press, the politicians, the 
retail business m an, th e clergy who w ant num bers 
and salaries ra th e r th an C h ristianity, and by the 
“parlor pinks” who 
have 
no 
conception 
of 
how 
wealth is created. 
T he re su lts are exactly w hat 
we have sown. 
rn
